Larry Shine, attorney, for the petitioners Tokheim Corporation, 
along with Myron Marsh, Vice-President of Human Resources for 
Tokheim Associates appeared before the Commission. Mr. Shine 
stated that Tokheim plans to expand its facilities includes the 
construction of a finishing and shipping operation which will 
connect to existing buildings that are currently on the site. He 
stated that Tokheim is relocating its Newbern, Tennessee 
operation back to Fort Wayne along with the prospects of 250 to 
300 jobs. He stated that they have been working with the city 
and the various utility providers, and although they have not 
come to a final agreement with the water department, apparently 
the other utilities have reached an agreement with them as to 


where the easements should be relocated. He stated that the 
staff has requested that they provide an ingress and egress 
easement at the north point of the vacation. He stated this 


would enable the public who come down Wabash from the North to 
the South to have a means of turning around and going back North. 
He stated they have no problem with that, in fact their plans 
contemplated that need. He stated that they have been working 
with the city to provide a configuration that would be 
acceptable. He stated that they have also been working with the 
Landscape Architect for the City, Tom Cain, with regard to the 
landscaping of the area where the easement would be dedicated. 
He stated that this is a substantial investment by Tokheim and 
they feel it meets the Central Districts goals of connecting to 
an area and reinvestment. He stated that they did come to the 
Commission 5 years ago reguesting a vacation, but at that time 
they wanted to build its corporate headguarters at the Wabash 
Avenue location. He stated however that they did not do so 
because the corporate headguarters were funded with city of Fort 
Wayne Economic Development Revenue Bonds and the capital 
expenditure limitations on that type of financing prevented them 
from building that significant of a structure at this location. 


Mel Smith guestioned what route the truck traffic would be 
taking. i 


Myron Marsh stated that currently they have truck loading docks 
off of Wayne Trace and also off of Fletcher Avenue. He stated 
that in addition with this concept they would be loading some 
trucks with finished products off of where Wabash Avenue would be 
vacated and coming back out onto Wayne Trace. 


Mark Gensic questioned who would be doing the design on the 
parking lot and the internal road. 


Mr. Marsh stated that he was not sure who the plant engineer had 
talked to. 


Mark Gensic guestioned if they have come to accept the drainage 
situation and are they willing to handle their own internal 
drainage associated with the parking lots. 


Mr. Marsh stated that he was unable to answer because he was not 
aware of what the engineers have been working on in that area. 


Mark Gensic stated that the reason he was asking is that Wabash 
Avenue does drain now. He stated though that there are those 
storms that are of such a magnitude that you experience some 
standing water. He stated that the same situation will be 
inherent with their parking lot and internal roads and it is 
something they will have to deal with. He stated that they would 
either have to live with that or consider some kind of invention 
or put their own pump station in. He stated that because of the 
nature of that area and how far it is from an outlet, be it a 
river or a channel, there is a problem there that would be 
extremely expensive to solve with a gravity sewer line. 


The resident of 1520 Wabash Avenue appeared before the 
Commission. She stated that hers is the only residence that is 
near Tokheim. She stated that the school bus picks up her 
children and if the street is closed they will have no means of 
turning around. 


Mr. Shine stated that is the purpose for the access easement, to 
provide a turn around for public traffic. 


The resident also asked if Tokheim would be providing a means for 
the people north of the tracks on Wabash to get to Wayne Trace 
without going out and around by two or three blocks, in order to 
get the city bus which stops on Wayne Trace. 


Mr. Marsh stated that they have no proposed pedestrian access 
through their complex. He stated that for security reasons they 
would not have the area open to public access. 


Mel Smith stated that the applicants, if this vacation is 
approved, need to be sure that the easement provided would be 
wide enough to accommodate vehicles such as a school bus. 


There was no one else present who wished to speak in favor of or 
in opposition to the proposed vacation.
